2nd Day of 
leavy Blows 
Ay Bombers

SAIGON (AP) - 
American 


B52 bombers laid a carpet of 
nearly 5,000 bombs along a huge 
arc northwest to northeast of 
Saigon in a second day of heavy 
blows at Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese bases threatening 
the capital, military spokesmen 
reported today. 


Anticipating that the Commu- 


nist command might try to pull 
off a spectacular attack to coin- 
cide with the Tet celebration of 
the lunar new year Monday, the 
U.S. Command gave top priority 
to the Saigon approaches. More 
than 1,200 tons of bombs were 
dropped on base camps, troop 
concentrations and supply de- 
pots, spokesmen said. 


The targets ranged from 28 


miles northeast of Saigon to 75 
miles northwest of the capital. 


The heaviest concentration of 


bombs crashed down along the 
jungled corridors leading from 
the Cambodian frontier. Some 
of the strikes were only six 
miles from the border. 


In the past 48 hours since 


noon Wednesday, the giant sat- 
uration bombers have dropped 
2,520 tons of explosives on sus- 
pected base sites from which 
the Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese could mount attacks on 
Saigon or military installations 
around the capital. 


Although the Viet Cong is 


scheduled to begin a week's 
cease-fire at 7 a.m. Saturday (6 
p.m. EST Friday) for Tet, Ra- 
dio Hanoi today broadcast a 
battle order for the new year 
calling on Viet Cong troops and 
guerrillas to "launch new simul- 
taneous attacks, increase mili- 
tary pressure on all fronts, kill 
all pacification teams and liqui- 
date the criminals and traitors 
that make up the puppet re- 
gime." 


The order from Viet Cong's 


military command said the war 
effort against the United States 
and the South Vietnamese gov- 
ernment "must be intensified to 
insure that the new year is the 
most glorious and most victo- 
rious in our history." 


Despite the approaching ene- 


my cease-fire, U.S. and South 
Vietnamese commanders were 


' taking no chances. Increased

heightened speculation that the 
Viet Cong might try something 
spectacular 
during Tet, al- 


though senior U.S. officers said 
earlier in the week that major 
enemy units were not in position 
to repeat last year's holiday of- 
fensive against Saigon.

Mafia Chief 
-Has Died 


in Prison

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
vito 


Genovese, a diminutive Italian 
who became the nation's most 
notorious underworld figure of 
the 1950s, died today at the med- 
ical center for federal prisoners 
in Springfield, Mo. 


The Justice Department said 


death at 2:30 a.m. EST resulted 
from congestive heart failure 
for which the 71-year-old Mafia 
chieftain had been undergoing 
treatment for more than two 
months. 


Genovese was serving a 15- 


year sentence for trafficking in 
narcotics— 
the 
only 
major 


charge on which the govern- 
ment was ever able to convict 
him despite numerous arrests. 
He was indicted 13 times. 


But even 
in p r i s o n , 


Genovese's power in La Cosa 
Nostra, or the Mafia, was so Im- 
mense that federal agents sus- 
pected him of continuing to run 
the far-flung crime syndicate. 


Once called "King of the 


Racketeers" 
by former New 


York Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, 
he 
emerged 
as 
the 
Ma- 


fia's dominant figure in the mid- 
1950s after reputedly ordering 
the assassinations of two major 
rivals, Frank Costello and Al- 
bert Anastasia. 


An attempt on Costello's life 


failed, 
and Genovese's body- 


guard, tried for attempted mur- 
der, was acquitted after Costello 
testified he tod never seen the) 
accused assailant before. 


Treasury Department agents 


arrested Genovese and 14others 
in 1958 on charges of conspiring 
to import narcotics. He was 
found guilty the following year. 


Since 1960, the Bureau of Pris» 


ons has attempted to curtail 
Genovese's 
Mafia contacts by 


systematically transferring him 
from one federal institution to 
another. 


While in the Atlanta prison, 


however, he was assigned to a 
cell with Joseph Valachi, a New 
York hoodlum who was a trust- 
ed Mafia member. 


In the apparently mistaken 


belief that Valachi had turned 
informer, 
Genovese gave his 


cellmate the "kiss of death," La 
Cosa Nostra's notification to a 
member that he has offended its 
rules and will be slain. 


It was then that Valachi de- 


cided, according to the Justice 
Department, 
to tell federal 


agents^-and later a Senate com-

almost single-handedly, won the 
Revolutionary War. 


The most recent episode pret- 


ty much ignored Daniel, and 
was built around his latest side- 
kick, a trapper named Josh 
Clements. Josh is played by 
Jimmy Dean, a country-West- 
ern singer who takes a stab at 
comedy, country style. 


For the first few seasons, 


Daniel's sidekick was an Indian 
in warpaint who had a college 
degree and used big words and 
careful correct English. But Ed 
Ames, who played the part, left 
the show. Dean brings it some-

quite 
different—broad 


comedy. He also murders the 
language. In fact, it is a toss-up 
whether Marshall Dillon's Fes- 
tus In "Gunsmoke" or Daniel's 
Josh sets the worst example of 
sloppy speech for the youthful 
audience.

Thus, an absence of ad- 
renal secretion would cause 
an atrophy or wasting of the 
testicles in a man and of the 
ovaries in a woman. In a 
prepubescent girl, this would 
result in a failure of breast 
development and other fem- 
inizing changes.

Figures on how many women vote are only estimates since 
no nationwide statistics are kept, but they obviously have 
made a big difference in the national electorate. The 
total vote jumped from less than 18 million in 1916—the 
last men-only presidential election—to more than 25 mil- 
lion in 1920—the first in which women went to the polls. 
The women's percentage of the total vote has risen stead- 
ily from a low of 28 per cent in 1920 to an estimated 51 
per cent in the 1966 congressional elections—the first 
year women outnumbered men among actual voters. 


And away they go! Suffraget- 
tes, o<i parade above in New 
York City, were a familiar 
sight in many American cities 
in the long campaign for the 
women's vote. Susan B. An- 
thony, right, is a 
hallowed 


name in the women's holt of 
fame. Born Feb. 15, 1820, she 
died 14 years before the vic-

sparked the drive that eventu- 
ally wrote women's suffrage 
into the Constitution. 


Its original 
purpose was to

T h e nonpartisan 
organization, numbering more

reaching the floor. 


Under the same law, varying 


increases also went into effect 
for Cabinet members, federal 
judges and other high federal 
office-holders. 


Although some members will 


not doubt complain that the cur- 
rent boost is not enough and oth- 
ers that it is too much, there's 
liMe question that the $42,500 
will go farther than the meager 
wages paid the first congress- 
men. 


"In Congress there are about 


five persons who look like gen- 
tlemen. All the rest come in the 
filthiest dress and are well in- 
deed if they look like farmers," 
a British diplomat wrote home 
in 1805. 


The scale then was $6 a day, 


an amount set in 1789 and un- 
changed until 1818. 


Congressmen also got an al- 


lowance of $6 for every 20 miles 
they had to travel to get to 
Washington and back home- 
once. Now representatives are 
paid in full for one trip home 
each month Congress is in ses- 
sion, plus an extra one, and sen- 
ators get seven. 


The first congressional pay 


raise voted in 1818, increased 
the daily rate to $8. It lasted 
for 38 years. 


In 1856 the members were fi- 


nally put on an annual rate — 
$3,000. The authors of the legis- 
lation tried to cling to the no- 
work, no-pay concept of the 
daily wage by adding a provi- 
sion that there would be a de- 
duction for each day a member 
was absent for any reason other 
than illness. 


Either the attendance in those 


days was remarkable, the ex- 
cuses ingenious or the bookkeep- 
ing too difficult. At any rate the 
deduction provision was rarely, 
if ever, used and quickly fell 
into disuse. 


Salary legislation began to 


come a little quicker after that. 
In 1866 the rate was boosted to 
$5,000 and seven years later to 
$7,500. The second step proved 
to be too quick. 


The financial panic of 1873 


touched off a slump that caused 
the public to look with disfavor 
on the Congressional wallet-fat- 
tening and in 1874 the raise was 
repealed, dropping the salary 
back to$5,000. 


The public wrath must have 


been intense. It was 33 years 
before Congress raised its pay 
again, then, in 1907, it eased up 
to $7,500 and made it stick. 


In the booming Twenties Con- 


gress went along with the pre- 
vailing mood and boosted salar 
ries to $10,000. And in the De- 
pression it also went along and 
reduced them. Cuts of 15 per 
cent, 10 per cent and 5 per cent 
were voted in 1932, '33 and '34 
but in 1935 the $10,000 Jevelwas 
regained.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) * the 


Arkansas House today passed a 
bill that attached the emergen* 
cy clause to a majority party 
measure 
which 
became law 


without the governor's signa- 
ture. 


The bill defines the majority 


party as that having the great* 
er number of state constitution- 
al officers. 


The vote Was 81-3, with three 


of the four Republican mem- 
bers of the House voting against 
it. 


Rep. George Nowotny of Fort 


Smith, who spoke against the 
measure, voted for it in order 
to serve notice of reconsidera* 
tion but he did not get to do 
so because Speaker Hayes Me- 
Clerkin recognized one of the 
Democratic 
members 
w h o 


moved that the clincher be ap- 
plied to the vote. 


The clincher motion — which 


prevents reconsideration — was 
adopted. 


The bill was coauthored by 


Sens. W. K. Ingram of West 
Memphis and Clarence Bell of 
Parkin. The Senate already had 
adopted the emergencyclause 
and the clincher. 


The House also adopted an 


amendment to the administra- 
tion's proposal to increase the 
tax on a 32-gailon barrel of beer 
from $5 to $10. 


Rep. N.B. "Nap" Murphy of 


Hamburg, sponsor of the bill, 
said 
the 
amendment would 


change the requirement of the 
number 
of votes needed for 


passage of the bill. 


As drafted, Murphy said, the 


bill needed 75 favorable votes 
to be approved, but with the 
amendment approval of the bill 
could be accomplished with 51 
votes. 


The amendment was adopted
